A Hillclimbing Championship Sunday with a single scalding and uncontested run, 
10,000 spectators watched the Yalesville, Connecticut rider gashis Triumph to a new 
hill record of 6.12 seconds, 

1968 champion Earl Bowlby of Logan, Ohio, was next, pushing his BSA to a 6.33 
second run, and 1969 champion Beese Wendt finished fourth at 6.42 on his Glen Kyle 
built Vincent, Third was Harley-Davidson rider Jack Taylor, topping the hill at 6.39. 

Laurelville, Ohio’s, Jim Thompson bettered-the times of most Class A contest- 
ants by riding his Bowlby BSA to a Class B championship at 6.40. Doyle Disbennett 
was next at a flat seven seconds. 


Nat’l Points Changed 


WORTHINGTON, OHIO, July 27, 1970 — The American Motorcycle Association has 
changed the point breakdown in the $7000-$7999 bracket to correct a point discrepancy © 
for riders finishing second, it was announced today. The points given in the old break- 
down (16) were less than the same place finisher received in a lower bracket (19). 

By changing the points awarded in the bracket in question, the AMA has again 
created the same problem...lower down the list of finishers, however, The revise 
point-distribution gives six points to the eighth place finisher whereas an eighth 
place finisher in the $8000-8999 bracket only receives five, 

Be that as it may, here are the new points awarded in the $7000-7999 bracket 
beginning from first to 12th: 39, 29, 20, 15, 12, 10, 8, 6*, 4, 3, 2, and 1. (*Possibly 
subject to change.) 


More Ordinances Passed 


LOS ANGELES, CALIF., July 31, 1970— The Los Angeles City Countil today overrode 
a veto by the city’s major, Sam Yorty, and passed an ordinance which restricts the 
use of two- and four-wheeled vehicles upon privately owned property within the 
city limits. 

_Mayor Yorty vetoed the ordinance because, he said, ‘‘It did not contain certain 
provisions for proper enforcement by the Police Department’’, 

In a letter to the Council vetoing the ordinance, Yorty also noted that, although 
the Chief of Police concurred in the adoption of the ordinance, ‘‘it would not be 
enforceable unless it recognized the existence of a public nuisance at the concerned 
location, and that posting and barricade requirements be made part of the ordinance,’ 

Yorty said that the ordinance should be amended to included these provisions as 
recommended by the Police Chief and concurrred in by the Police Commission, 

Today, however, the Council unanimously approved the ordinance which prevents 
a person from operating a motor vehicle, including any motorcycle, trail bike, dune 
buggy, motor scooter, or jeep, or the motor of these vehicles on any vacant lot, 
parking lot, vacant property or acreage so as to disturb the peace or quiet of any 
neighborhood or person by noise, dust, smoke or fumes caused by these motor ve- 
hicles, 

Similar ordinances were also passed this week in Orange County and in Victor- 
ville, Calif, However, the ordiance in Orange County also has a stipulation that the 
county government will aid the interested groups in searching, locating, and opening 
trails for hikers, riders, etc. 

The ordinance in Los Angeles does not contain a similar part, although there is 
talk that the city officials will also attempt to find ‘‘city sponsored riding areas.”’ 

Cycle News contacted a member of the Orange County Board of Supervisors and 
the findings of that interview can be found on the Land & Law section page 21. 


Cycle Land Has Trouble 


CARSON, CALIF,, July 29, 1970 — Bob Bailey, whoplannedtoopen his Cycle Land 
motorcycle park to the public during the first week of August, was faced with more 
legal problems Tuesday night and today has refiled an application to open the park, 

The problem occurred when the land, previously thought to have been owned by 
one person, was discovered to be owned by two, and one section (for parking) was 
under a 50-year lease, 

«We could have pushed through and gotten around the problem last night,” says 
Bailey, ‘‘but, upon seeing the favorable response from the city officials, we decided 
to refile today and do it properly without creating ill-feelings.’’ 

An estimated three-quarters of the people on hand for the Tuesday night meeting 
were in favor of Cycle Land including Tom Cosgrove and Kerry Agajanian, Those 
who were not based their objection upon the belief the park would ‘‘disturb the spirits 
of the pets’? buried in the pet cemetary adjacent to Cycle Land, ‘‘But, their objec- 
tions,” says Bailey, “even made the officials break down and smile.”’

For the 1970 racing season, Jody 
Nicholas has made his return tofull time 
competition, The ex-Navy pilot is riding 
for the Suzuki factory and made a spec- 
tacular showing early in the season by 
finishing second at the Talladega 200 
mile road race, 

Jody has received lots of publicity over 
the years owing to his unusual background 
as an accomplished violinist and Navy 
jet pilot. But as a motorcycle racer his 
feats are almost legendary, dating from 
the early age when he first started racing. 

In 1960, Jody won the 250cc Sportsman 
road race and the scrambles at Daytona, 
At the age of 17, he returned to Daytona 
as an Amateur and won the Amateur 
race riding a BSA Gold Star, Other wins 
that year included road races at Watkins

Glen and Laconia, He also picked up a 
win at the Nationals on the Springfield 
mile, Jody won the Canadian International 
Lightweight Championship to top off his

known road racer, To the times when he 
rode the streets of Nashville, Tennessee 
on his Montgomery Ward Doodle Bug. 
Jody says, ‘‘it was anunsprung minibike. 
I worked all one summer to save the 
$25.00 to buy it, and I think the manI 
bought it from bought a pair of shoes 
with the money,’ It had no brakes or 
lights and Jody wore out four engines 
while he owned it. 

I can remember the first time I met 
Jody. He was 14 and worked at the West 
Meade Lawnmower Service, which sold

lawnmowers and Mustang scooters. Jody 
repaired lawnmowers for them and would 
do anything to be around motorcycles 
and scooters. 2 

It was not unusual to find Jody 7 mile 
across town at Womacks Cycle Shop, the 
local Triumph dealer, sweeping the floor 
just so he could find someone to talk 
bikes with, He was a walking dictionary 
of information about motorcycle racing, 
riders and their machines, He could tell 
you who won what race and the time and 
speed for the race, When he wasn’t 
working steady, he would go from bike 
shop to bike shop, doing odd jobs and 
talking with anyone he could find, about 
bikes, 

Jody’s first ride came on a Allstate 
scrambler that was owned by Bill Malone, 
a local dealer in Nashville. He won 
regularly at scrambles throughout 
middle Tennessee, with the slow Allstate, 

The Allstate finally gave up, and Jody 
took his savings to Lonnie Martin, of 
Lonnie’s Cycle Center. He purchased a 
Parilla, and with Lonnie tuning it, Jody 
was a regular threat at the scrambles, 

Lonnie (now deceased) was one of the 
first people to realize that Jody hada lot 
of potential as a motorcycle racer, They 
met when Lonnie was a mechanic for 
Womacks Cycle Sales, When Lonnie later 
opened his own shop, Jody spent most of 
his time there, They became very good 
friends and Lonnie was almosta ‘‘second 
father” to him, 

Late in 1959, BSA introduced the C-15 
250 and Lonnie bought one and set it up 
for Jody to ride. The bike was a jet and 
Jody terrorized the area with win after 
win, 
Jody’s progress was not going un- 
noticed. Norm Turner, the district man- 
ager for BSA and BSA Eastern were 
becoming very interested in the young 
racer, 

In the summer of 1959, Jody visited 
relatives up north and while there, tooka 
bus trip over to Nutley, N.J., BSA’s 
eastern headquarters. At Nutley, Jody 
ran into his friend, Norm Turner, Norm 
showed him around and introduced him 





to the BSA officials. While making his 
tour through the racing department, Jody 
saw the new C-15 250cc road racer. 
Norm asked Jody if he would like to have 
his picture taken with the racer to send to 
his parents. Jody was delighted, They 
didn’t have enough light for the picture 
inside, so Jody pushed the machine out- 
side so that they could get a picture, As 
Jody was going through the door, BSA’s 
racing director, Herb Neas, thinking that 
someone was stealing his pride and joy, 
yelled for Jody to bring his motorcycle 
back, After all was explained, Herb and 
Jody became good friends and Herb was 
to become very instrumental in further- 
ing Jody’s racing career, 

That fall, Lonnie Martin received a 
call from Herb asking if he and Jody 
were planning to go to Daytona next 
spring. Lonnie replied that they were 
planning on taking their scrambler and 
the dragster ‘“‘Grey Ghost’? down, Herb 
wanted to know if Jody would like toride. 
the new C-15 roadracer. Lonnie and Jody 
were naturally excited about this turn of 
events and arrangements were made to 
send the machine to Nashville. 

The racer arrived the first of March 
and Lonnie and Jody tuned and geared 
the bike for Daytona, Jody also spent 
some time riding the streets of Nashville, 
getting familiar with the new bike. 

At Daytona, the odds on favorite to win 
the lightweight events was Ducati factory 
rider, Francisco Villa, The Italian rider 
had to settle for second, though, as Jody 
took three wins in four days of racing, 
Jody returned to Nashville as a-local 
hero.

Back to school, and violin lessons, 
Jody’s violin teacher said, ‘‘Jody has as 
big a talent as any I’ve seen, He has 
natural musicianship,” While across 
town, Lonnie Martin was saying, ‘‘Jody 
has the best feel and the best ear for 
motorcycling of anybody I’ve ever seen,

Later that summer, in August, Lonnie, 
Jody, John Bender, Lonnie’s mechanic 
and myself, left Nashville for Fayette- 
ville, N.C. and the East Coast 25 lap 
scrambles Championship, Tom Clark, 
now AMA professional racing director, 

- rode his BSA to victory in the big bike 
class, that day, Tom was district repre- 
sentative for BSA at that time, 


In the 250 race, Clark and Richard 
McDougal fought for the lead for most of 
the race, with Jody and Benny Bootle 
racing for third and fourth, Late in the 
race, McDougal bent his wing arm and 
had to slow down leaving Clark in the 
lead. Tom broke aclutch cable on the last 
lap and fell, leaving Jody to take the win 
by half a bike length. 


Someone protested Jody’s bike and it 
was found to be 128 thousandths over- 
bored, Yet Red Nabors, the promoter, 
gave the 4-1/2 foot tall trophy to Jody .It 
went into the record books as a win for 
Benny. Tom Clark wound up 5th. In a 
phone conversation with Tom, he said,

The next year, Jody received a BSA 
Gold Star road racer from the factory 
and he purchased a Gold Star flat tracker 
from Homer Scott, an Amateur, From 
that point, he began his string of 
victories. 

Jody has just taken a position as 
assistant editor of Cycle World Magazine 
and is very happy with the new work. 
With Art Baumann and Jim Odom, he is 
riding all the National road races on the 
factory Suzukis. Jody now lives in La 
Mesa, California, but we still claim him 
in the South. 

At 25, Jody has many years torace and 
should be one of the top road racers in 
the nation, Watch out, Cal and Gary!

To defend the honor of the 
local riders there was only Steve Foster, 
The taree Sachs riders gave Foster fits, 
but he did manage to pull out a second 
overall, Cranke, who is a very smooth, 
easy rider, came home well in front, 

In the 250 Sr, class Cranke did not 
have it as easy, In the second moto, for 
instance, Carl stormed away from the 
start and opened a small lead. Quickly, 
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however, Phil Jacobsen closed the gap 
and for the better part of four laps they 
ran side by side, neither giving an inch, 
Phil made a move in the hairpin before 
start finish and both riders bumped and 
made contact. Both riders then lost it 


and went tumbling over one another, 
They scrambled to their feet and attempt- 
ed to restart, It seemed like an eternity 
before either bike fired and Jacobsen 
was first to pull away with Cranke at 
his heels. 


Then Phil bobbled and Carl closed, and 
once again they were shoulder to should- 
er. Phil got the line going into the next 
turn and shut the door and Carl eased off 
just a notch, At the next turn, Jacobsen’s 
throttle stuck and he shot off the course, 
swung sharply and charged back without 
losing a place, Twice in the next 25 yards 
Cranke pulled ahead only to be overtaken 
by Jacobsen. Then, just before the moun- 
tain, Phil’s screaming bike died and 
Carl flew past never to be headed. 


The 500 Sr, class proved a bit easier 
for Cranke, and while he did have com- 
petition from Don Stokes, Bill McClinton 
and Phil Jacobsen, he once again took 
the checker. It was good to see a rider 
of this caliber entered, and it is hoped 
he will return when Brad Lackey, Bill 
Saltzman and Bob Grossi are around,

Speaking of Grossi, Bill could only 
manage a third overall in the 125 Jr, 
class, However, he was not mounted on 
his old reliable, white lightning Yamaha, 
but rode a Sachs for the first time. He 
had a little trouble shifting and hence 
could not charge as he usually does. 
Incidentally the Sachs was provided by 
none other than Carl Cranke. 


Larry Batistoni did his usual yeoman’s 
job in the 250 Jr. class on his trusty CZ 
taking a second and two firsts, forafirst 
overall. In the third moto he just barely 
took that first as Larry trailed in second 
place, when the leader fell in the last 
turn and Batistoni squeaked by to take 
the flag. 


Don Malley was equally consistent in 
the 500 Jr, as he tooka first overall over 
a very large field, Most of the riders in 
this class seem bent on self-destruction 
and for a while it appeared that the rider 
with the least number of falls would be 
the winner, Don did show some heads up

tained but it was said that he must have 
been doing around 100 mph when he lost 
it, He walked away from it apparently

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MOORPARK, CALIF., August 1-2, 1970- 
Why WASN’T Bob Grossi on the West 
Coast Motocross team, anyway? After 
all, you’d think that anyone who soundly 
beats the majority of that team in four 
consecutive motos should certainly de- 
serve a berth on the squad, Right? 

And that’s exactly what happened atthe 
IRE-CMC sponsored motocross at Bay 
Mare, Sunday, as the northern California 
rider won all of the big-boy, big-bike

motos, as well as the All Star exhibition 
at the end of the day. 

The Santa Cruz, Calif, flash was head 
and shoulders above the rest of the 500cc 
star-studded pack, with the notable ex- 
ception of AJS mounted Jim West, who 
led in three of the four events, before 
Grossi could power his big Husky around, 

One of the most exciting of the Grossi- 
West duel’s occurred in the second moto, 
After the dust had cleared from the top 
of the hill, West emerged as the initial 
leader, with Grossi running about fifth

or sixth, West continued to set the pace, 
but Grossi wasn’t exactly standing still 
and soon moved up to second, For five 
laps, that’s the way it was; West in the 
lead, but sometimes by only a wheel’s 
width margin. Finally, coming in on the 
final lap, the northern pro slipped under 
for the wave of the checkered flag from 
CMC President, Stu Peters, 

Was West going all that fast? ‘<Not 
really,” Grossi explained, ‘‘He was just 
going well and didn’t make any mis- 
takes.’’ Where did you get your advan- 
tage? “Where else? In the sand, of 
course,’’ said Grossi who earlier that 
day had fallen in love with the track’s 
sandy straights and esses, blasting 
through the sections at incredible speeds, 

But Grossi wasn’t the only hero of the 
day. John DeSoto, returning from a very 
successful tour of the Viking Series, 
showed that he had learned a lot from 
the European riders, Displaying a new, 
smooth — and fast as hell — style, the 
former Hawaiian champ easily outdis- 
tanced the competition in the 250cc class, 
winning the first and third motos and 
running in front on the second go, before 
his CZ stopped with closed points, 

DeSoto said he felt a confidence that 
he had never before experienced, ‘‘I’d 
see Wilson and those guys ahead of me 
(at the start of the first lap) and there 
just wasn’t any question that I couldpass 
them.” And, of course, he did. 

DeSoto also rode in the 125cc class, 
aboard the new 125cc CZ, But the ma- 
chine hasn’t yet been sorted out, and 
according to American Jawa head, Rudi 
Kaiser, it will be a few months yet be- 
fore the difficulties are resolved and the 
machine can be mass produced, DeSoto 
did not race in the 500cc event, as his 
big bike was down with mechanical 
ailments. 

Northern California rider, young Brad 
Lackey, took up the slack when DeSoto 
dropped out of the second round of 250ce 
competition, winning that eventand plac- 
ing second in the overall standings.

LANCASTER, CALIF., August 2, 1970— 
The Ponderosa has become as much of an 
institution among Southern California 
motorcyclists as the ranch of the same 
name has among the TV set, It was first 
held more than four years ago to test a 
wild theory of its promoter, Jack Ross, 

His theory was that if motorcycling 
was to continue to grow, new talent had 
to be encouraged. And the best way to 
encourage newriders was to let them win 
something. In line with this theory he 
started awarding trophies to 40% of the 


entrants and tee shirts to almost every-- 


one. He lined up contingency awards 
from McHal, Bardahl and Fast, 

At one point he was even awarding 
trophies to 50% of the entrants, but this 
was economically unworkable. 

The significance of this becomes ap- 
parent when you realize that most clubs 
only award 10% trophies in their “‘point”’ 
runs, Thus, a new rider, even one who 
is improving rapidly, has nothing to show 
for it except ‘‘points’’ at the end of a 
year or two, 

At the Ponderosa the new rider has a 
chance at the same course every month; 
he can measure his improvement, As 
soon as he is moderately proficient, he 
will win something, Until that time the 
refereee conscientiously tells each fin- 
isher how much he has to improve in 
order to trophy. ‘‘Youmissed a trophy 
by three places,” he tells them, or if this 
is too discouraging, ‘‘by ten minutes.’ 

If the rider finishes high up, in addition 
to his trophy, he receives a six-pack of 
Bardahl, a tee shirt, some Fast and, if 
he scores best in his class both days, a 
$60 McHal helmet, Again to encourage 
beginners, no one is allowed to win the 
helmet more than once,

CULVER CITY — Not very long ago, vir- 
tually every meeting of the City Council 
was punctuated by complaints from resi- 
dents about the indiscriminate use of 
motorcycles by youngsters, 

Fred Machado, sanitation and equip- 
ment supervisor for the city, listened to 
the complaints about the noise and reck- 
less driving and he sympathized with 
the people. 

But since he is a motorcyclist andhas 
sons who drive motorcycles, Machado 
also sympathized with the youngsters. 

«I wanted to do something to help both 
the adults and the kids and I suggested to 
Syd Kronenthal (Director of Parks and 
Recreation) that if we could form some 
form of motorcycle club for the kids, it 
might solve the problem,’’ said Machado, 
“He approved the idea,” 

Bulletins about the proposed club were 
posted at Culver City High School and 92 
youngsters attended the first meeting on 
April 29. 

«We gave the kids questionnaires and 
asked what a motorcycle club should do 
for them,” Machado said, ‘‘The majority 
said the biggest problem was that they 
had no legal place where they could drive 
their desert motorcycles,’’ 

(Desert motorcycles are notregister- 
ed as a motor vehicle with the Depart- 
ment of Motor Vehicles and as such can 
be driven by youngsters of any age, but 
not on the streets. The cycles have no 
lights, are noisier than regular cycles, 
have special exhaust systems and special 
knobby tires.) 

Since there is nodesertin Culver City, 
Machado decided to bring Culver City 
to the desert. 

“We set up a program where once a 
month we will haul the kids out to the 
desert where they can legally ride and 
expend their energy,” said Machado,

More Restrictions 


SANTA ANA, CALIF., July 28, 1970 - 
The Orange County Board of Supervisors 
today passed an ordinance restricting the 
use of two- and four-wheeled vehicles on 
private lands. 

The restrictions are limited, however, 
to state that the ‘‘written consent of all 
owners and occupiers’? must be in the 
operator’s possession, ‘‘unless the own- 
ers of the property have posted the 
property permitting such use.” 

The ordinance also states, that “it 
shall be unlawful for any person to oper- 
ate a vehicle ...in such a manner as is 
reasonably likely to disturb the peace or 
quiet of any neighborhood or person by 
reason of noise, dust, smoke orfumes,’’ 

William J, Phillips, a member of the 
Board of Supervisors from the third 
district, later explained one reason the 
ordinance was passed, despite the strong 
opposition voiced during the meeting. 

“It is strictly the right of property 
owners to have private property. Weare 
not saying you simply cannot ride any- 
where, But, what we are trying to point 
out is that we should get together and 
attempt to find areas where it will be 
permitted to ride,’’ he said, 





One portion of the ordinance tends to 
bear out this feeling. 

«Provided further that the provisions 
of this section shall not apply to the 
operation of such vehicles ondriveways, 
parking lots, race courses, or other 
places where the public is invited to 
operate such vehicles so long as such 
vehicle is operated in the reasonable 
and ordinary manner customary for such 
use,” 

‘The idea we tried to get across dur- 
ing the meeting,” the Supervisor ex- 
plained, ‘‘is that government officials 
and clubs should get together and seek 
out such areas that can be used, It’s the 
idea of getting together so that we can 
find out how we can do it — not thinking 
that we can’t.’’ 

One area that Supervisor Phillips 
mentioned was the Cleveland National 
Forest, located between San Juan Capis- 
trano and Lake Elsinore, 

«We have asked the County Counsel, 
our legal advisor, to get together with 
the city planning staffs to see what can 
be worked out. We are looking for avail- 
able, inexpensive sights that would serve 
the situation, 3 

«We would also like to get clubs to 
pool their monies and the state would 
match it so that we can purchase, police, 
and re-vegitate these areas.’’ 

He went on to add, ‘‘Don’tget us wrong 
by assuming we’re against motorcycles, 
Three of us on the Board ride on week- 
ends, All we are attempting to do is 
prepare the county before the situation 
gets out of hand, 

“The problem in Orange County will 
put us in real trouble in the next few 
years if we don’t sit down and talk about 
it now, Erosion and the mere pressure 
of population growth deems this to be 
so,” Phillips said, 

According to Phillips, another reason 
the ordinance was passed was to give 
the problem a foundation from which to 
work upon. ‘‘We can, Pm sure, find 
suitable areas for recreation,” he added,

different groups to sit down and talk 
about how we can get them, And, we’ve 
got to get them or else a lot of people 
will be unhappy, or even hurt.” 

Actions by the board and its members 
have already begun in an attempt to find 
the areas desired, The assistants to the 
Board members were sentoutlast week- 
end to hike many of the trail areas to 
examine the land available and to further 
determine the best sites, 

The action to be taken in the future, 
however, will determine whether motor- 
cycle riding in Orange County will con- 
tinue or not.

festival and a motorcycle race? It seems 
that any similarity amongst this great 
family of man’s creative impetus must 
lie within the artist himself, that is, 
what he feels, why he is doing what it is 
he’s doing and how he does it. ; 

On the feeling level a motorcyclist 
follows the freedom of moving and the 


internal balance achieved by winning. A 


musician does essentially the same 
thing; he flows within an endless sense 
of rhythm and melodic tones reaching 
beyond thought. 

As for the why of the matter, there is 
only one real answer: To master his bike 
or instrument and let it speak for him in 
a controlled way in this time and place. 
Actually, the why also speaks to an 
outside medium: the audience and the 
seer almost merge as forms are 
communicated and images or identities 
interchanged. At a rock festival 
personality is out and essence is in, 
whereas, at a race must be pretty well 
defined or else. This alone breaks: into 
the realm of the intrinsic. 

The how of it is, indeed, another 
matter. Some may tell, if you can ask 
the right question, others mimic and 
still not succeed. We’ve all heard stories 
of seemingly impossible feats during 


musicians do their thing to: the body 
plays heavy into the stream of limitless 
energy, changing keys maybe five or six 
times in one song that may last up to 
forty minutes. The body even may set 
the pace and tune the guitar to respond 
to just the right pitch. It’s like a groove. 
A bike tuner also hurls his bit of 
thunder and lights the way for the spirit 
to see. Some say its a question of 
sovereignty or what your aiming for 
enables you to accomplish that near 
perfect place where fuel or vibration 
quickens the glow. 

Sound is really important. One type 
of sound can tell just about all. In 
racing, if one listens he can determine 
an entire list of interesting associations 
ranging from the type of and size of 
bike to what’s keeping it from running 
right to how hot it might be.

Coming into ‘‘*Motorcycle Country,’’ a new land use development in northern 


Georgia, you’ll probably take Interstate 85. Turn west at Route 98 (60 miles north of $ 


Atlanta), go a few miles into Marysville, Georgiaand turn at the interestion, There’s 
only one. Whistle a mile or two, turn right at picturesque Mintz’s Store and coast 
past the Baptist Church, turning left between two huge oaks into Motorcycle Country’s 
parking lot, Parkyour car if you’re driving— it’s two wheels or two feet from here on. 

The idea, we decided (partner John Wyckoff andyour columnist), is to develop the 
land for motorcycle riding without disturbing the natural beauty of the wilds, or 
sacrificing any of the ecological benefits, either, We would allow the bulldozers and 
the cars as far as the parking lot, no further, Even the car park is screened by trees, 
and clusters of trees remain in the parking area for shade and beauty, 

Every building, marker and facility installed is rustic in design, made of native 
logs and brick to blend with the surroundings. We first constructed a large papier- 
mache relief map accurate to the finest detail. On this we traced our trails and 
located models of the structures as the plan developed. 

On a knoll by the central valley we situated the W.C. Fields Memorial Meeting 
Hall, big enough to seat 300 comfortably, with its large fireplace, kitchen and 
veranda, The International and the ‘‘bunny’’ motocross courses wind through the trees 
in the valley, in perfect view from the observation landing on the knoll, 

Videotape cameras, activated by electric eyes, scan the more spectacular places 
on the trails, Twice a day you can see yourself rebroadcast on the three tv screens 
in the W.C, Fields Hall. 

Beside the usual ameneties of flush Crappers and hot showers, there is a wash 
rack for motorcycles and permanent pits, with machine shop facilities, air com- 
pressors, etc, 

Near the entrance is the Colonel Store, where parts, accessories, food and camp- 
ing gear are sold. The store is in a rebuilt log cabin said to be over 100 years old, 

A facility like Motorcycle Country cannot, of course, accommodate all the motor- 
cycle enthusiasts who wish to use it, particularly on holidays and weekends, So we 
set it up as a private club, except for certain days when it is open to the public, 
Members pay annual dues for the privilege of using the Country on a reservation 
basis, for trail riding, camping, boating and fishing on the 10-acre lake, and prac- 
ticing on the racing courses, Local motorcycle clubs and promoters may also rent 
the facilities for events, and the Motorcycle Country Club occasionally sponsors 
large public events on its property, much .in the same manner as the Open Golf 
Tournaments at conventional country clubs, 

People who visit for one day, just to get in a little riding or see what Motorcycle 
Country is all about, are allowed to buy one-day guest cards, on a first-come, first 
served basis. The trails of Motorcycle Country can only accommodate about 300 
motorcycles comfortably at one time, and the campsites are limited to fifty, 

We hope to prove two important things with Motorcycle Country, beyond providing 
a neat place to ride and race: First, that motorcycles and ecology go together like 
bees and trees, We call this concept ‘‘cyclecology,’* Motorcycle Country is not only 
a motorcycle playground, but a wildlife preserve rich with beaver, deer and possum, 
as well as a bird sanctuary, We invited the birds with feeders and nesting boxes and 
they in turn keep the insect population under control for us. 

The second thing we want to prove is that private motorcycle playgrounds can 
make a buck. This is no non-profit venture; close to a million dollars will have to 
be spent creating the facilities the hard way, without heavy equipment, and operating 
the Country with a big enough staff, We believe that the combination of three sources 
of income, membership, stock investors and admissions, will provide the money, 
and we suspect that motorcycle enthusiasts will appreciate it. 

If the idea pans out, we shall make the knowledge and techniques derived available 
to others who want to make Motorcycle Country type playgrounds around the country,

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MX, TT ACTION GROWING UP FAST IN ARIZONA

PHOENIX, ARIZ., July 26,1970— Arizona 
motocrossing stepped out of its infancy 
today; the second Manzanita moto 
proved it, 

After holding an inaugural race two 
weeks ago in which only two 250 Experts 
were able to finish because of deep mud, 
today’s race at Manzanita Speedway 
came off dustier, but better, 

The most hotly contested class of the 
day was the Open Expert, State TT 
champion, Byron Boaz on a CZ, jumped 
to the lead in the first turn followed by 
Paul Neime on a Maico and 13-year old 
Gary Wells on a Bultaco, 

Neime held his position behind the 
state champ while Wells tried to make 
his move. Unfortunately, Wells madehis 
move at the wrong spot and got stuck in 
the mudhole. 

In the second Open moto, Neime beat 
Boaz into the first turn and opened a 
five-second lead by the second lap. 

Sitting solidly in third place was Jim 
Page on a Maico waiting for the leaders 
to make a mistake, By lap three the 
unspectacular but super-smooth Page 
had slipped within one-tenth second of 
Boaz, and held the spot till the checker. 

In the last Open Expert moto, Boaz 
out-dragged Nieme into the first turn, 
Following the Maico was Gary Wells’ 
Bultaco and then Page on his Maico, 

Nearing the start/finish, Wells pulled 
out to get around Nieme, but instead he 
got stuck in the mud again letting Page 
into third spot as before, 

Neime couldn’t catch Boaz, as the 
110-degree heat began to sap his 
strength. Boaz took the checker for first 
in class followed by Neime and smooth 
Page. 

The big surprise of the day was in the 
250 Expert class, After taking the lead 
at the start of the first moto, CZ mount- 
ed Boaz began having serious engine 
problems on lap three, Bryan Ross ona 
quick AJS eased by Boaz, but Butch 
Beard on a 238 Kawasaki couldn’t get by 
Boaz before the checker. 

Because of the engine problems and 
heat, Boaz decided to confine his effort 
to the Open Expert class, 

In the second 250 Expert moto, Ross’ 
Ajay grabbed the lead at the start from 
Beard who jumped the starter’s flag for 
the second time in the day. Behind Beard 
was Bob Morgan on a 250 American 








Eagle. The positions were held till the 
third lap when the most serious spill of 
the day occurred, 

Morgan, being dogged by Brian La 
Plante on a Bultaco, lost it coming into 
the mudhole. Morgan fell into LaPlante’s 
line and got ‘‘centerpunched’’ hard, Both 
riders, although shaken, were able to 
make the grid for the final moto, 

In the final moto, Morgan jumped into 
the lead, but was quickly passed by 
Beard on his Kawasaki. But, by the third 
lap AJS mounted Ross had taken the lead 
and held it to the finish followed by 
Beard and Neime, Ross earned the class 
win followed by Beard and LaPlante, 

In the combined Junior/Senior 125 
class Frank Frucianao, a Junior, sur- 
prised everyone by chasing Senior Ron 
Cobb to the checkered, taking the win by 
less than a foot. Cobb, evidently figur- 
ing that he had the race in the bag, 
eased off at the finish, allowing Fruciano

to tear by him for the win. 

In the second 125 moto, Cobb took the 
lead again but Fruciano, figuring that 
waiting till the last lap to make his move 
was a bit dangerous, got by Cobb on 
the third lap. Don Buletta, another Junior, 
slipped by Cobb also and took a well 
earned second, 

It appears that motocrossing has final- 
ly come to Arizona to stay, The manage- 
ment of Manzanita Speedway plans to 
hold motos twice monthly, alternating 
with the Beardsley course.

point leader, coming close for second and 
Bill Blackwell third, 

The Halford brothers got back infront 
in the 250 Expert division with Jim Hal- 
ford setting the pace on his 250 Yamaha, 
Tom Halford got second on his Bultaco 
and 13-year-old Gary Wells took third.

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Obstacles Toughen Utah 
CMA Motocross Course

SALT LAKE CITY, UTAH, July 26, 1970 
— Riders at Sunday’s CMC motocross 
were literally up in the air over the new 
course.

managed to put his bike into second place 
in one moto when his throttle stuck open 
going over the jumps. He sensibly bailed 
out, but without Crandall to give it 
directions the bike was no threat to 
Davis. 

The title of fastest rider on the track 
goes to Open A class rider Bob Brown, 
however, He outdistanced his competition 
in the first and third motos, but a WNS 
(would not start) in the other moto 
dropped Bob to third, Frank Myers took 
home first in Open A, followed by Dave 
Crandall, 

Some of the newer riders also took a 
liking to the course, Mike Mower pulled 
out a final moto win to take the Open B 
class, This was his first CMA trophy, and 
he had a stiff battle for it from Mel 
Pollard and Don Wilson, 

In 125B, two riders who had never 
trophied in CMA races took home hon- 
ors. Jim Cramer and Max Jensen each 
took a first and second in the first two 
motos, In the final, it was Cramer first 
by two feet over Jensen in the closest 
race of the day, 

Both the 250B and 250A classes were 
real dogfights, if you don’t count first 
place, Sam DeAngelis took an easy win 
in all three motos of 250B while the pack 
battled behind him. Lee Robertson and 
John Thomas finally broke away for 
second and third respectively. 

In 250A Steve Burgess was outinfront 
all day in his first ride in this class. 
John Coleman and John Krupp came 
through to take runnerup positions. 

Warren Spencer didn’t have it quite 
so easy in 125A. He did manage to win 
two motos and take the overall title over 
hard riding Woody Lawhon and Ken 
Lobach, 

The 100B class welcomed its second 
girl rider, Gail Crandall, and she re- 
ceived a real baptism in her first race, 
In the first moto she dumped hard in the 
middle of the waterhole, Her only thought 
however was ‘Darn, now the bike won’t 
start.’’ It started on first kick though, 
and she finished all three heats, looking 
faster and smoother each lap. 

There was no way she or any of the 
other riders could catch Dave Parker 
however, as he won by margins ranging 
from 100 yards to a half lap, It was 
CMA’s first girl rider, Shirley Knop, 
who stayed closest to Dave overall as 
She rode a good race to take second over 
Craig Daniels, 

CMA’s next race will be August 23, 
featuring Gary Bailey, and the action 
promises to be some of the best yet.

Hope you’ve been reading your local papers lately, in the last two weeks alone 
two more cities have come up with forbidding the riding of bikes on private property 
without written permission of the owner and the penalties for being caught doing this 
are stiff indeed, Victorville is the latest on the list. Then there was an article ina 
recent Independent-Press Telegram Sunday section about the damage being done to 
the desert that was poorly researched but although we know the facts, such as we 
don’t have daily racing out there, the average Joe citizen only believes what he reads 
so by now there are literally hundreds of people who believe the motorcyclist is 
destroying the land. In the scramble to do something about the desert'everyone is 
now starting to run around in different directions and getting nothing done. The off- 
the-road people aren’t, anyway, but the ‘big boys’’ are still in there swinging.

It makes me mad to be told that I’m damaging land because I ride a bike on it and 
my wheels contribute to literally threatening the existence of certain desert plants, 
so as I’m a barbarian motorcyclist they are going to do their damndest to keep me 
off the land because ‘‘conservationism’’ and ‘‘ecology’’ are the two ‘‘in’’ words now. 
If you don’t use them at least every other sentence you’re ‘‘out’’. And I get even 
madder realizing that all we can do is charge windmills, The ‘‘big boys’’ can get 
away with it every time and we can’t, There’s obviously not enough money in the use 
of our land by us but to getoil out of the sea they’ll cheerfully kill off all the pelicans 
and fish (who needs them anyway?) AND hand over the desert to mining interests 
who come right out and say that when their mines are depleted, the desert will not 
be fit for anything living. Nothing will growor be able to live there, it will be barren, 
Eeeuck! So before I have a coronary I’d better go and have a cup of tea and simmer 
down a bit. 

I think by now most of us realize what a serious situation we’re in for and you 
can’t say you didn’t know it was going on, It’s been going on slowly for a heck of a 
long time now but the trouble is no one listened to the watch dogs howling, they went 
cheerfully on expecting someone else to do the work in keeping land open for us, A 
few did and are still fighting and city hall can be fought and conquered but it takes 
effort. So for pete’s sake, don’t dilly-dally around any longer about shooting off even 
a postcard to a representative and tell him what you think about what is going on. 
You put him in office, he either does what the majority wants or put him out, whether 
it’s on a city, county, state or national level, 

A little while ago I was privileged to attend three meetings to help open tracks in 
District 37, Our side was pitifully small while the indignant citizens were out in full 
force and the councilman had just about made up their minds before the hearings, 
Well, out of those three hearings two tracks were opened up and are still running, 
even after being voted down once. So you can fight and get something done but the 
key word is fight, 

To give scrambles a little shot in the arm, one of our fellow journalists came up 
with a goody the other day. There is a new little bike here now called a mini-enduro, 
Yamaha has one that will make every youngsters heart jump and pound. It’s just a 
baby scaled-down motorcycle, not a mini-bike, As you all well know, just because 
you have a little kid who can ride hell out of a mini-bike, when he’s big enough for a 
proper cycle you’re going to have to teach him all over again. Minis and bikes are 
different breeds of cat but the enduro isn’t, It’s actually a little bike, with a top 
speed of around 37 miles an hour. 

Now in England they have ‘‘school boys scrambles’’ where the youngsters take 
to the circuits at a certain age, all on 50’s which must remain stock and gaining in 
age and experience they progress to Bantams which may be modified, From then as 
adults they can start competing in the club events but by that time they have earned 
much experience and skill on the way up. 

My friend’s idea and I must say it sounds like a good one that maybe we would 
start a program like that. A separate classfor mini-enduros for boys under a certain 
age complete with proper rules and point system, Maybe a good one would be an 
‘‘all stock rule’’ so that every kid has to do it on riding ability alone, not because his 
dad has the money for a few goodies where some of the others can barely afford the 
bike! It would really get the up-and-comers started off safely in the right direction, 
Think about it a bit,

Riding Areas Degraded 


WASHINGTON, D.C,, July 24, 1970 — Daniel A. Poole, president of the Wildlife 
Management Institute, before the Senate public lands subcommittee called some of 
this country’s recreation areas ‘ outdoor slums,’’ 

The statement came at a time when government officials are being bombarded 
with cries of other agencies that the nation’s public lands are being turned into slums 
by ‘‘motorcycle bums, vandals and litterbugs.’’ 

Dumping garbage, driving motorcycles in unauthorized areas, stealing equipment 
from campgrounds, burning vegetation, littering, digging up plants, stealing Christmas 
trees and dangerous use of firearms were stated as daily violations occurring on 
public lands, said Poole, 

Assistant Interior Secretary Harrison Loesch is currently urging legislation to 
give the BLM greater authority over recreational uses of the public lands,

There’s an old axiom among the best, 
they go, blow or make a hole in the wall 
and that jargon pretty well sums up the 
SMRA action at Green Valley Raceway 
this past Sunday, The big triple header 
event saw it all as the ground claimed 
more than its fair share.

In the 500 class, Mr, Suzuki 
placed in front of Garland Stewart, 
Jerry Hardy and James Tice, The Open 
Event saw Bently Hardwick of Dallas 
unlease his first of three wins on a 
Ken Storm prepared Norton, 

The grand prix road races got under- 
way with upstart Casey Jones (Yam) of 
Stephenville doing his thing in the 125cc 
Class. Veteran, Edward Green, held off 
Robert Schuchmore (third) for second 
while Keith Leightly who hails from the

The 200cc class was the second wire 
to wire win for Casey Jones in as many 
races. Pushing hard to second was 
Barry Patrick who psyched out Edward 
Green and Duncan Paul, finishing third 
and fourth respectively. 

Things picked up with the start of the 
250cc Class, as Hardwick and Mike Cone 
went at it for six laps around the 
carrousel with Bently squirting past for 
the win. Toppled by Cone were ‘‘Texas 
Jet’? Tharp second and Tommy Hall 
fourth -- the Ducatiflash from Arkansas, 

New Mexico based Terry Kiraly (Kaw) 
emerged from the pack to be shut out in 
the second spin by Sherman’s Mike Cone, 
the eventual victor of the 500cc Class, 
Eddie Hill, former digger turned bike 
racer, nailed down third behind Kiraly 
on another Jawa and in the number four 
berth was Jerry Burst making it the 
second Arkansas Ducati to finish in the 
money, 

For the first pass of the open class it 
looked like Harley-Davidson and Larry 
Beall had put new life in the H-D camp, 
however, it was only a scare card, for 
on the next spin, Rusty Bradley of Dallas 
had overcome the hole shot (at one time 
the boring bar could ure all) and moved 
on to win, Larry did finish second on the 
big inch ‘‘Purple Monster’’ of Austinite 
Dan James, Wrapping up an not so easy 
third was Virgil Davenport on a Big “D” 
stock production Trident. Coming with 
fourth was Hardwick on the pint sized 
three hole ‘ʻit pays to ride” machine,

INDUSTRIAL FOLK ART - 
THE CHOPPER 


By Andy Brown 


To those persons familiar with the 
‘sport of motorcycling,” the term ‘chop- 
per’ usually calls to mind only a person 
— the rider — and possibly a scene in 
which a group of hogs thunders through 
a small town, against a backdrop of 
citizens frightened, indignant, or other- 
wise alienated, 

We are speaking now of the machines 
themselves, as distinct from their rid- 
ers, Peter Fonda and ‘‘Easy Rider’’ 
notwithstanding, A chopper, like all of 
man’s makings, suggests some function; 
where a competition machine involves a 
tuned engine, lightened frame, and so 
forth, in an object intended primarily for 
controlled motion, a chopper is the 
opposite: primarily a demonstration of 
craftsmanship with materials, Hence it 
is less than useful to criticize a show 
bike for not being roadworthy, or to 
criticize a road racer for not being 
comfortable, 

A chopper, then, is an expression of 
industrial folk art, offered to the eye as 
an artifact made of metal, fiberglass, 
and leather, and should be critized in 
these terms, Here, we encounter that 
nefarious rascal, ‘taste.’ 

A tedious majority of so-called chop- 
pers are built in much the same fashion 
as the tedious majority of Drive-In 
Restaurant hot-rods, that is, with bolt- 
on catalogue paraphernalia, and afford 
endless examples of bad taste via func- 
tionless, cheap ornamentation, 
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dust a few of the 80-odd chrome hatchets of assorted sizes scattered over on

A quality chopper shows two basic 
things: attention to detail, and originality 
of form, Attention to detail means inte- 
grity in the builder — this is what pleases 
us when we see careful chroming and 
close-fitting parts, Bikes that win at 
shows are clean, from top to bottom, 
and need no apology for sloppy work- 
manship, 

Originality of form is the aspect of a 
chopper that determines its relative 
‘taste.’ It pertains to the finished whole, 
as opposed to the details of its separate 
parts, Tasteful form is at once universal 
and individual: it meets with the eye in 
an organic, graceful, yet unique, ‘new’ 
combination, While a chopper may be 
carefully built, its overall form may not 
be pleasing to the eye; it may have harsh 
or unrelated lines that look like an 
afterthought, or ornamentation taste- 
lessly beyond control, We feel beauty in 
the overall form of a chopper when 
ornamentation ‘fits’ or is functional, 
Similarly we can be grossed out by 
obvious spending of money on shiny 
doo-dads which catch the eye but do not 
please it. 

When a chopper is ringed with smiling 
fans at a custom show, it’s like a movie: 
People line up to see craftsmanship, to 
feel the skill of someone who can puthis 
imagination into steel, paint, and fiber- 
glass, and form these materials into 
something artful.
